“One  rescue  shaft  alone  cost  $70,000. 


“But  the  dozens  of  dredging,  ,oil  field,  and  engineering  com- 
panies who  responded  to  the  appeals  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  H. 
Fiscus  to  rescue  their  child  are  absorbing  all  costs. 


“One  of  the  huge  special  drills  used  in  digging  the  second 
escape  hatch  to  reach  the  girl  shattered  on  the  hard  rock  late 
Saturday. 


“The  drills  cost  $3,000  each,  but  there  were  half  a dozen  of 
them  lined  up  to  be  used  if  they  are  needed. 


“ ‘Hang  the  expense — get  the  little  girl’.” 


There  are  people  in  this  nation  who  would  point  with  pride 
to  other  countries  in  the  world,  and  urge  our  adoption  of  their 
principles.

Construction  on  field  house 
won't  start  until  late  summer 


Final  approval  for  Brigham 
Young  University’s  new  fieldhouse 
will  be  announced  at  a meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  on  April  29. 
Upon  approval  construction  will 
probably  begin  late  this  summer, 
it  was  disclosed  today. 

Plans  for  the  new  fieldhouse  in- 
clude a seating  acpacity  of  8,600 
for  basketball  games  and  a swim- 
ming pool.  Dimensions  for  the 
main  hall,  which  will  include  the 
basketball  oourt,  will  be  8$  by 
124  feet.  Also  included  in  the

main  hall  will  be  three  cross  bas- 
ketball courts  for  intramural  use. 

Besides  the  main  hall  the  field- 
houee  plans  call  for  a boxing  room, 
wrestling  room,  am  auxiliary  gym- 
nasium, two  four-wall  handball 
courts  and  two  squash  courts. 
Along  side  the  fildhouse  a dirt 
area  will  .be  laid  out  for  the  prac- 
tice of  such  outdoor  sports  as  foot- 
ball, baseball  and  track. 

Coach  Edwin  Kimball,  director 
of  athletics,  said  that  the  8,600 
seating  capacity  for  basketball  in- 
cludes only  permanent  seats  which 
would  make  it  the  largest  field- 
-house in  Utah. 

While  the  large  seating  capacity 
and  the  swimming  pool  are  the 
outstanding  features  of  the  pro- 
posed structure,  plans  also  include 
a ticket  booth,  press  box,  conces- 
sion stand  and  offices  for  the 
physical  education  department  and 
intercollegiate  athletics.  Of  spec- 
ial interest  to  Cougar  athletics 
will  be  the  clubroom  available  to 
members  of  the  Block  Y Society. 

Preliminary  approval  for  the 
fieldhouse  was  given  when  Presi- 
dent McDonald  met  with  members 
of  the  LDS  Church  expenditures 
committee  in  Salt  Lake  City  a 
week  ago- 

Previously  plans  for  a 10,000 
seat  capacity  fieldhouse  were 
shelved  about  three  years  ago 
because  of  the  high  cost  of  con- 
struction. At  that  time  the  plans 
were  drawn  up  by  Claude  O.  Ash- 
worth. The  new  plans,  while  on 
a smaller  scale,  will  provide  a 
better  all-round  athletic  plant. 


Winning  three  out  of  four  starts 
in  the  singles  and  two  out  of 
three  in  the  doubles  the  Y men  dis- 
played form  which  proved  too 
much  for  the  Utah  squad.

Douglas,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  national 
indoor  broad  jump  champion  of 
the  1949  season  and  a top-notch 
sprinter,  will  appear  in  the  broad 
jump  and  the  sprints;  and  that 
George  Guida,  Villanova  College 
star  quarter  miler,  will  come  to 
Provo  to  run  in  the  440  against 
Herb  McKenley. 

Much  less  certain  is  the  appear- 
ance of  William  Leonard,  Notre 
Dame  University,  who  is  being 
sought  to  run  against  Clarence 
Robison,  BYU’s  Olympic  team 
distance  man. 

The  lineup  of  exhibition  events, 
if  negotiations  are  completed  as 
expected,  will  see  Douglas  furnish- 
ing the  competition  for  Lloyd  La- 
Beach,  one  of  the  world's  top 
sprinters,  in  the  100-yard  dash; 
LaBeach  and  McKenley,  another 
great  colored  sprinter  and  middle 
distance  man,  paired  off  against 
one  another  in  the  220-yard  dash, 
McKenley  and  Guida  in  the  440; 
possibly  Leonard  and  Robison  in 
the  mile,  and  Douglas  in  the  broad 
jump. 

Douglas,  former  track  star  at 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  grew 
up  with  Barney  Ewell,  Olympic 
championship  sprinter,  who  later 
went  to  Penn  State.  He  is  a ter- 
rifically fast  starter,  being  one 
of  the  nation’s  best  men  in  the 
60-yard  dash.  He  has  held  a 
number  of  important  broad  jump 
championships  at  important  meets 
and  has  a best  distance  of  25  feet 
3 inches. 

Guida  has  been  one  of  the  eaa«.  <■ 
better  quarter  milers  during  the 
past  feW  years-  McKenley  will  be 
no  stranger  for  him  when  they 
meet.  The  two  often  ran  against 
one  another  while  McKenley  was
